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1. Applicants herein petitions for revival of their unintentionally abandoned 
application. The above identified appUcation became abandoned for failure to timely reply to a 
Notice To File Corrected Application Papers (formal drawings), dated May 2, 2001. The Notice 
Of Abandonment, dated August 27, 2002, is annexed to this Petition.
